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Plan Feasibility 
Study Of Unit 
School District 


The Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 


Board of Education formally committed 
itself Monday to a feasibility study on 
forming a unit school district with grades 
kindergarten through twelve. 


As expected the board voted unani- 


mously to investigate a unit district 
which probably would consist of Dist. 59 
and some adjacent areas, including Elk 
Grove and Forest View high schools. 


Supt, James Erviti, a long-time unit 


district advocate, said, "The unit district 
is the sensible and reasonable way to or- 
ganize education because of its substan- 
tial financial and educational advan- 


Last week, budget committee members 


agreed to allocate funds in the 1972-73 
budget to study the feasibility of a unit 
district and to develop the guidelines for 
its formation. 


At that time board member Sharrie 


Hildebrandt said that after the study is 
completed, boundaries would be estab- 
lished for the proposed unit district. 
Next, she said, permission would have to 
be obtained from the county and state 
superintendents to hold a unit district 
referendum. 


He said the state financial aid formula 


was in favor of unit districts as opposed 
to dual districts, or separate elementary 
and high school districts. 


BECAUSE FORMING a unit district 


would mean a break with High School 
Dist. 214 and the six other elementary 
districts in Wheeling and Elk Grove 
townships, feeding into Dist. 214 the 
board voted to invite those districts to 
help in the feasibility study. 


Ervltl said according to some research 


last fall, the cost of unit district studies 
were running from $12,000 to |30,000. He 
estimated a study for Dist. 59 would run 
about $30,000 and added that the state 
would pay $1,500 toward a study. 


MRS. HILDERBRANDT suggested 


that the board direct Erviti to seek bids 
from consultants for the feasibility study. 


However board member Al Domanico 
said more groundwork should be done 
before a consultant was chosen. 


Allen Sparks, budget committee chair- 


man, said the unit district study was in 
keeping with the board's responsibility to 
provide the highest quality education at 
the lowest possible cost to the taxpayers. 


He said the school board would be 


shirking its duty if it did not investigate 
the possibility of consolidation. 


"We fully appreciate the advantages 


which accrue to a truly local district in 
terms of communication between citizens 
and 
their elected representatives," 


Sparks said. "Therefore it is our feeling 
that priority be given to the maintenance 
of relatively small units." 


Erviti said he did not think that a unit 


made up of only Dist. 59 would be ap- 
proved since it would contain about 38 
per cent of the assessed valuation of 
Dist. 214 with only 5 per cent of the stu- 
dents.

Showers, national adult chairman of

Agnew or White House adviser Donald 


Rumsfeld, former congressman from the 
13th Congressional District, would ap- 
pear at the conference. 


This was confirmed by a spokesman in 


the student council association's Wash- 
ington office, who pointed out that con- 
firmation of the President's plans might 
not be received until days before his vis- 
it-However, it was reported that Secret 
Service agents have already surveyed 
routes from O'Hare International Airport 
to Forest View, and that communications 
workers have examined facilities for ex- 
tensive press communications. 


BOTH SHOWERS and the Washington 


office said they have received an "af- 


firmative reaction" 
from the White 


House concerning an appearance by the 
president. 


Nixon has visited the Northwest sub- 


urbs three times in recent years. He ap- 
peared at Prospect High School shortly 
before his election in 1968. 


He returned in February of 1970 to in- 


spect anti-pollution progress by the 
Hanover Park Sanitary District, and 
made a campaign appearance at Mount 
Prospect in October of that year. 


The Washington spokesman pointed out 


that the prior visits make a presidential 
trip more likely "because it is familiar 
territory to all the people who must be 


concerned about the arrangements for a 
visit." 


Showers also pointed out that an elec- 


tion year trip to the youth conference 
might be attractive to Nixon because "Il- 
linois is a key state in the election, and 
he is an astute politician who sees the 
importance of the youth vote." 


More than 800 students from through- 


out the nation, most of whom will be of 
voting age next November, are expected 
to attend the conference. In addition, 
said Showers, the school gymnasium 
would be open to about 3,000 Forest View 
graduates and student council members 
from throughout the area.

SPRINGFIELD — Illinois Senate Re- 


publicans won a major victory yesterday 
with'passage of House Bill 3636, reserv- 
ing occupational licensing powers to the 
state. 


The bill had passed the House last fall 


under the sponsorship of -Rep. 'Brian 
Duff, R-Wilmette, but was blocked in the 
Senate by a filibuster. 


The bill was opposed by Chicago 


Democrats, who yesterday made several 
attempts to attach weakening amend- 
ments to it. 


These attempts all failed, however, 


and six Democrats joined the 28 Senate 
Republicans in passing the measure, 34- 
20. Among the Democrats voting for the 
bill was Sen. Richard H. Newhouse of 
Chicago. 


The bill had strong support from pro- 


fessional organizations throughout the 
state, who feared a proliferation of li- 
censing regulations and fees by home 
rule municipalities under provisions (of 
the new state constitution. 


An estimated 3,000 representatives of 


real estate organizations, nursing so- 
cieties, medical societies and other 
groups packed the Senate gallery during 
debate on the bill yesterday. 


Duff said the bill's supporters made "a 


very orderly demonstration of presence," 
many displaying large buttons reading 
"H.B. 3636." 


DUFF CALLED passage of the bill, 


which had been one of the chief projects 
of his freshman year in the legislature, 
"a major Victory." 
, 


Duff said he knew at the beginning of 


the Senate session yesterday that "we 
had the votes if the chair was able to 
contain filibuster." 


He credited Democratic Lt. Gov. Paul 


Simon, presiding over the session, with 
"not allowing'the Democrats to play 
around" with the bill.

Handicapped Tuition Pay OKd 


Parents of severely handicapped chil- 


dren in High School Dist. 214 will have 
up to $500 of their children's tuition in 
private institutions paid during the sum- 
mer by the taxpayers. 


The board Monday night agreed to 


make district funds available to pay 
summer tuition for the children who are 
so severely handicapped that they are 
placed in institutions for the full year. 
The district now has 78 such children. 


The summer payment is made possible 


for the first time this year by an action 
of the Legislature calling for state reim- 
bursement of 80 per cent of the costs, 
Supt. Edward Gilbert told the board. 


The children are placed in private in- 


stitutions that can serve them best, some 
as far away as Texas and New York, 
Gilbert said, and during the school year 
the district and state pay up to $2,000 for 
their tuition. 


"EVEN WITH THE breadth of special 


education programs the public schools 
are required to offer, there are some 


children we just can't serve," Gilbert 
said. He added that the full cost of main- 
taining the children in institutions usual- 
ly exceeds the district's tuition payment 
and the rest is paid by the parents. 


In the past the parents have had to pay 


the full cost of the child's care in the 
summer because the district was not 
allowed to pay tuition during the sum- 
mer, Gilbert said. 


He added that he did not recommend 


the board take the action to provide the 
money, but could also not recommend 
they not take the action. "I have some 
mixed emotions about this because we 
can't provide money for summer pro- 
grams for children in our own'district's 
special education programs," he said. 


The board, however, voted'to provide 


the funds, with only board member Jack 
Costello dissenting. Costello explained he 
was voting against the programs because 
"we could afford to be second on this 
sort of thing and could wait for a year to 
see how it works out other places."

ects like the school library. Often border- 
tag oo ooffea Watching, the PTAs are 
loved by some as a social outlet and 
daoued by others as a waste of time. 


Afl national phenomena like women's 


liberation, and the war on war draw the 
American populous toward a greater so- 
cial consciousness, the PTA has slipped 
into the background of triviality. 


One symptom of the PTA's problem is 


a national drop in membership. The na- 
tional group, 10 million strong, has lost 
about three million members over the 
last M years. 


LOCAL PTAs have escaped the mem- 


bership drop, due partly to the housing 
and population growth in this area. PTA 
Dtat 37 boasts a membership of 30,000 in 
93 PTA units. The district encompasses 
Elk 
Grove, Palatine, 
Schaumburg, 


Wheeling and Harrington townships. 


In an effort to offset the popularity 


crisis, the national PTA council is mak- 
ing a declaration for social action. Drug 
abuse, pollution and student unrest are 
taking priority over the fun fair. And the 
exclusiveness of the all-adult volunteer 
group has been abandoned in some cases 
for an adult-student team approach un- 
der the title of Parent Teacher Student 
Association (PTSA). 


According to Mrs, Elizabeth Mallory, 


president of the national PTA council, 
"our new philosophy seems to be, if it 
affect* the life of a child, its PTA busi- 
ness. 1 think PTA members are finally 
beginning to see that they need to be a 


force working for the children." 


WHILE THEY MAY NOT be facing a 


membership drop, many of the local 
groups are moving headlong into the new 
changes. Mrs. Hazel DaMream, Dist. 37 
president, reports that social action is- 
sues such as drug abuse are appearing 
more and more frequently on PTA 
agendas. 


In the move toward relevancy, Mrs. 


Dallstream is trying to ease up on policy. 
For example, national regulations say 
PTAs have to be noncommercial, but if a 
company wants to make a donation with 
no strings attached, Mrs. Dallstream has 
no opposition. 


"We are trying to be more realistic," 


said Mrs. Dallstream. "We're just mak- 
ing it easier." 


The PTA member in the Northwest 


suburbs today is not interested in cookie 
baking and coffee pouring, says Mrs. 
Dallstream, "She is a sharp woman who 
wants answers." 


Mrs. Dallstream is against holding a 


meeting just to hold a meeting. She 
wants to orient them to specific problems 
in local schools. She'd like to call special 
meetings as the need arises. 


AS FOR THE NEW PTSA groups, Mrs. 


Dallstream says they haven't been estab- 
lished here yet, bat she'd like to see 
them at the junior high and senior high 
levels. 


The PTAs are moving slowly, in many 


cases, because they don't want to arouse 
the opposition so often companion to 
change. They have been in the back- 
ground holding fun fairs for so long it is 
difficult for some to accept a social ac- 
tion role.

But there is no better group than the 


parents and teachers along with the old- 
er students to know what problems are 
facing youth today. With the strength of 
a ready made organization behind them, 
the PTAs could be a very viable force in 
education today.

Robert Sklodowski, who wants to be 


the first Republican ever elected to the 
office of clerk of the Cook County Circuit 
Court, has won the first round in • law- 
suit against the Democratic incumbent, 
Matthew Danaher. 


Sklodowski succeeded yesterday in 


winning a change of venue for his law- 
suit from the court of Circuit Judge Ed- 
ward F. Mealy. 


The Park Ridge attorney is seeking to 


compel Danaher and County Treasurer 
Bernard Korzen to shift some $30 million 
in tax money from non-interest bearing 
accounts in Chicago banks to U S Trea- 
sury notes or other interest-paying ac- 
counts. 


He went to court yesterday to ask 


Judge Healy to disqualify himself, citing 
the judge's former status as Democratic 
precinct captain in the old 27th Ward of 
Chicago, and what he called a "long as- 
sociation" between the jurist and Dan- 
aher and Korzen. 


The implications of that petition rank- 


led Healy, but he did allow Sklodowski to 
redraw his request, making it a simple 
plea for a change of venue, noting that 
he "didn't want to hear this case any- 
way." 


The lawsuit, which must be answered 


by Danaher and Korzen by next Tues- 
day, was transferred to the court of 
Judge John C Fitzgerald, a former Lo- 
yola University Law School dean. 


THE POLITICAL implications of Sklo- 


dottski's court action are obvious, of 
course. But that does not affect the valid- 
ity of the suit, which according to Sklo- 
dowski could result in some $5,000 per 
day in interest if the funds are rein- 
vested 


What is somewhat mystifying is why 


Danaher and Korzen should resist the ef- 
fort to have the money put where it 
would earn interest. 


State's Atty. Edward V. Hanrahan, 


who should be the attorney representing 


county officials in any legal action, de- 
clined to enter the case because he 
agrees with Sklodowski that the money is 
not being properly handled. 


That resulted in the hiring by Danaher

and Korzen of former U.S. Atty. Thomas 
6. Foran to defend them against the tax- 
payer's suit, at the taxpayers' expense. 


It would seem to be much wiser politi- 


cally for the two county officials simply 
to accede to Sklodowski's demand, which 
the state's attorney has assured them 
would be legal. 


Every day that they dispute the case, 


they provide Sklodowski — who must be 
considered an underdog in his bid for 
Danaher's office — ammunition for his 
campaign 


SKLODOWSKI CONTENDS, however, 


that the money in question is lying 
around in banks whose boards of direc- 
tors include such Democratic luminaries 
as George Dunne, president of the Cook 
County Board of Commissioners, US. 
Rep Daniel Rostenkowski; and Richard 
J Daley Jr., a candidate for the Illinois 
House. That could affect Danaher's re- 
luctance to withdraw the funds.

The governing board of the organiza- 


tion which is the delegate agency for 
funding of the local Head Start program 


"has expanded its membership from nine 


to 21 this month. 


The new board of Norwesco Opportuni- 


ty Council, Inc., the local group which 
runs the area Head Start program, is 
composed of three equally represented 
sectors: parents of Head Start children, 
private or interested community people 
and public or individual representatives 
from community organizations. 


The expansion was approved at the 


April 11 meeting of the board and the 
new board members were seated at the 
same meeting. 


"I feel it is a very positive change and 


I don't anticipate any drastic changes (in 
the operation of the program)," said 
Mrs. Bonnie Byrne, interim director of 
Norwesco. • 


She explained the main responsibility 


of board members is to act as resource 
people and tell the community about 


Head Start and make an appeal to the 


community for donations to cover the 20 
per cent of Norwesco's budget which is 
not federally funded. 


Norwesco has four Head Start centers

CIA Needs 


Scrutiny 


The public's right to know about 


its government has once again 
been challenged by an agency of 
government. Unless the courts rule 
in favor of the public's right to 
know, we shall slide further into 
government by secrecy. 


The case, involving a former CIA 


employe, is the third major press 
freedom case in less than a year. 
First it was the Pentagon Papers, 
the publication of which was chal- 
lenged by the government all the 
way to the U.S. Supreme Court. 
The public won that case. 


Then, syndicated columnist Jack 


Anderson disclosed secret govern- 
ment deliberations at the height of 
the India-Pakistan conflict. There 
was no legal challenge, and the 
public was well served by a look at 
how a government reaches foreign 
policy decisions. 


Now. former CIAer Victor L. 


Marehetti, who once labored to im- 
prove his employer's "public im- 
age.'' wants to write about the CIA 
— and he says the agency will be 
portrayed in a less-than-enthusias- 
tic light. 


The U.S. Justice Department 


scurried around and obtained a 
temporary restraining order to 
block publication of Marchetti's 
book and magazine article on the 
topic — and Marehetti and his pub- 
lishing house have retained law- 
yers to throw out the order. 


The gist of the government's 


case is a charge from CIA director 
Richard Helms, who argues that 
publication 
would 
compromise 


"currently classified Intelligence 
(and) cause grave and irreparable 
harm to the national defense." 


Marehetti must turn over all 


classified documents he took when 
he left the agency in 1969, the suit 
contends. That's nonsense, Mareh- 


etti counters; his 'documents" are 
the page from a CIA phone book 
and two friendly letters from his 
bosses, he says. 


The CIA also argues Marehetti 


signed a secrecy agreement during 
his CIA service, and thus the CIA 
can purge his writings. I'll submit 
the manuscripts for suggestions 
but not for censorship, Marehetti 
counters. 


Marehetti argues his disclosures 


will not include secret documents. 
Clearly the case does not involve 
the disclosure of specific top secret 
documents — there's no immediate 
court test scheduled to determine if 
a specific document would imperil 
the national interest if publication 
is permitted. 


No, the issue is one of govern- 


ment meddling with the public's 
right to know. There's little fear 
that national security will be im- 
periled — we'd rather have deci- 
sions on publication of national se- 
c u r i t y information rest with 
Marehetti and his publishers than 
with government officials who wish 
to shield their own decisions and 
mistakes. 


Indeed, there are many com- 


pelling arguments for blowing the 
lid off some CIA secret adventures. 
CIA involvement in the Bay of Pigs 
fiasco, in South America and in 
Southeast Asia deserve scrutiny. 


We aren't advocating the unveil- 


ing of all intelligence information, 
but we believe the public and Con- 
gress should be allowed to examine 
the workings of this agency which 
becomes too often a policy-making 
agency with little accountability to 
other branches of government. 


Let's let Marehetti publish — we 


deserve a full view of the CIA. The 
credibility of our government, at 
home and abroad, would be well 
served by such disclosures. 


The Cross Burning 


"Sadness" might be the best 


term to describe our reaction to 
the recent racial incident in Hano- 
ver Park. 


Indeed, there can be few other 


ways to react when a cross is 
burned on the front yard of a resi- 
dent who plans to sell his home to a 
white couple which has adopted an 
ll-month-old black child. 


If there's good to be found in the 


incident, it is that it appears iso- 
lated. Perhaps this is due to the 
tiny number of black residents in 
the suburbs, but more likely it is 
due to the fact that racial attitudes 
in the Northwest suburbs are drift- 
ing towards moderation. 


The fact that it did happen, how- 


ever, should give us a moment to 
consider our t>wn attitudes on the 
matter. 


Could indeed, such an event oc-

Dennis E Kocik's article, "No Amnes- 


ty for "Those Cowards,' " in the Public's 
Issue column, is of little value to the 
thinking public Glorifying wars, idoliz- 
ing the conquerors and condemning the 
vanquished is no longer relished in mod- 
ern society Today a war — a war of any 
kind — is looked upon as a barbaric way 
of settling a dispute between nations. 
Emerson defined it as "an epidemic in- 
sanity," and Byron, as "the feast of vul- 
tures, and the waste of life." Even Napo- 
leon, the most celebrated general, called 
it "the business of barbarians." 


Historians tell us that a war "does not 


determine who is right — but who is 
left " That one war leads to another war. 
The classic examples are: World War I 
led to World War II, and the latter led to 
Korean and Vietnam wars 


However, Mr. Kocik by-passes 
all 


these considerations and embarks upon 
glorifying of wars and their victors. In 
fact he divides human society into "a 
race of heroes and triumphant victors," 
and a race of "a much lower, less virile 
form of human life " It is against the 
latter form that he lashes out his dis- 
pleasures, and particularly directs his 
article against the men of draft-age 


Not even once he calls the Vietnam 


War by its specific name Yet he spares 
no efforts in constructing his case 
against some 70,000 young men who have 
fled to Canada instead of answering the 
draft call and be sent to fight and die in 
the most barbaric, the most unjust and 
the most controversial war in the history 
of our nation. He brands these young

cur in our community or subdivi- 
sion? Could we, as individuals, ei- 
ther directly or indirectly contrib- 
ute to a climate of hatred which 
would foster such an incident?

In trou- 
bled times such as these, we owe it 
to the stability of our communities 
to examine carefully how we view 
other people.

son was in California on a business trip.

NEW YORK (UPI) — Only a few 


years ago it would have been unthinkable 
that a man would pay $20,000 for a 
matching wristwatch, cufflinks, tie clasp 
and ring to adorn his own person. You 
would have had to go back to the Renais- 
sance to find such ostentation in the 
masculine world. 


But Gubelin. the jewelry house that 


has seven branches around the world, in- 
cluding one In New York, has sold five of 
these expensive sets All were sold in Eu- 
rope, but some of the buyers were Amer- 
ican, says Josef Gasser, manager of the 
Fifth Avenue store 


Eaeh of these sets contains 402 


brilliant-cut diamonds, and Gasser says 
this is symptomatic of the world's in- 
creasing Interest in diamonds as an in- 
vestment as well as changing lifestyles. 


"EUROPEANS HAVE invested heavily 


in diamonds ever since they become the 
world's most popular gem about 300 
years ago," Gasser said "Global in- 
flation accelerated this trend because the 
diamond is about the only asset in the 
world whose value can be protected from 
decline." The> protection comes from the 
scarcity of newly mined diamonds and 
the ability of the DcBeers Syndicate to 
regulate the supply 


Nevertheless, up to now, Americans 


have been reluctant to invest heavily In 


diamonds as Europeans do because they 
know little about the stones compared 
with Europeans and are afraid of being 
cheated, Gasser said They have good 
grounds for these fears, Gasser added, 
since only about 10 per cent of all dia- 
monds are of first quality If you don't 
know the field you can make costly mis- 
takes in buying them 


"But now there are scientific ways to 


examine a diamond and determine its 
exact quality," Gasser said. "Every jew- 
elry store ought to be able to give the 
customer a document certifying the pre- 
cise quality of the diamonds he buys on 
the basis of scientific — not subjective — 
evidence " He said Dr. Eduard Gubelin, 
founder of his company, had helped 
make such evaluations possible 


MOST AMERICANS do know that if 


you are going to buy a diamond, it is 
better to buy a small stone that is per- 
fect than a big stone that is flawed or of 
poor color for the same money But since 
the diamond business is mainly centered 
in Europe, few Americans can look at a 
diamond and saw how good it is, nor do 
they know what creates its value 


The diamond differs markedly from 


the emerald, which for centuries was 
considered more valuable Inclusions 
that would be considered flaws in a dia- 
mond may make an emerald more lovely 
and more valuable

"Notable American Women, 1607-1950," 
published by the Belknap Press of Har- 
vard University Press are 1,359 famous 
(and infamous) American women. This 
biolgraphical dictionary comes in three 
volumes and represents 13 years of effort 
by editor Edward T. James; his wife, 
Janet Wilson James, associate editor; 
and Paul S. Boyer, assistant editor. A 
total of 738 authorities contributed the es 
says included in over 2,000 double-col- 
umn pages. The articles range in length 
from a 400-word sketch of Ann Timothy, 
colonial printer, to aronnd 7,000-word 
treatments of Mary Baker Eddy and 
Harriet Beecher Stowe. 


THE PROJECT was suggested in the 


mid-fifties by the late Arthur M. Schtesi- 
nger, then chairman of the Advisory 
Board of the Women's Archives at Rad- 
cliffe. He noted that, while nearly 15,000 
individuals were included in the scholar- 
ly "Dictionary of American Biography, 
only 700 were women. He felt that a sim- 
ilar biographical dictionary of women 
would not only fill an important scholarly 
need, but would also make a vital contri- 
bution to women's history. 


The first step was to decide which 


women to include. From a beginning list 
of more than 4,000, a final 1,359 were 
chosen. U.S. Presidents' wives were in- 
cluded because of their 
husbands' 


achievements, but all the other women 
were selected for "distinction in their 
own right of more than local signifi- 
cance."

Fascinating as it is to read the individ- 


ual articles, it is as a whole that this 
work is most significant. It provides a 
foundation of authoritative scholarship 
for women's history. It also constitutes in 
itself a history of American women — a 
her-story, if you will, of women who have 
had a significant impact on American 
life. 


"Notable American Women" costs $75, 


which makes it much too expensive for 
most of us to buy for the home coffee 
table (even if that does figure out to just 
a little over a nickel per biographical 
sketch). Most of us, however, belong to 
women's clubs or organizations which 
might donate a copy to our own school or 
community library. The book makes an 
especially appropriate gift in honor of or 
in memory of some local woman of dis- 
tinction and achievement. 


BESIDES, IF YOU can get a copy into 


your local library, you can read the book 
yourself. But don't say I didn't warn 
you: it's habit-forming. As one reviewer, 
Lyman H. Butterfield, put it, "reading 
these sketches is as seductive as eating 
salted peanuts: you always take a few 
more." 


These are well worth taking.

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The Flight Of Pioneer 10 
Spacecraft's Rendezvous With Infinity

NEW YORK — On Dec. 3, a spacecraft 


with an implausible mission will sling- 
shot off Jupiter and begin what might be 
a never-ending trip through space. 


Pioneer 10 will carom off Jupiter at 


9:25 a.m. EST, according to Cape Kenne- 
dy headquarters. When in another 50 
years the spacecraft leaves our solar 


system, It will be the first manmade ob- 
ject to do so. That's all we know for 
sure. 


Scientists, with all their immense tech- 


nology, must sit with fingers crossed for 
the next 80,000 years at least before they 
know whether Pioneer 10 is a success. 
The spacecraft bears a message which 
will inform any intelligent life — if any 
exists in some distant solar system — 
that we are here. Are you there? 


Perhaps we will never hear from Pio- 


neer 10 again, But I will never forget it. 


On the evening of Thursday, March 4,1 


happened upon a quiet crowd along the 
ocean at Vero Beach, Fla. I felt a sudden 
awful chill of dread in my spine. I had 
once seen just such a crowd when a body 
washed ashore. 


I NOW CAME closer. Lights from the 


beachfront Holiday Inn and the Ocean 
Grill Restaurant 'created eerie shadows 
of the people standing on the white sand. 


Other men and women sat in automo- 


biles, while more stood on the little 
weathered boardwalk. The night was 
clear and warm. All the stars were out. 
The sequined waves slithered in and 
burst with a foamy hiss on the beach. 
There must have been a storm at sea, 
because every few minutes a clap of 
thunder was heard in the distance and 
jagged lightning lit up maroon clouds. 


"What's going on?" I asked. 
"Pioneer 10," said an elderly lady on 


the boardwalk. "The satellite. It's sup- 
posed to go off in 10 minutes. At 8:25. We 
can see it from here Didn't you read 
about it in the papers?" 


The satellite was to be shot from Cape 


Kennedy, some 60 miles up from Vero 
Beach. Pioneer 10 would carry a mes- 
sage in the form of a gold-coated alumi- 
num plate, The message was in symbols 
and supposedly decipherable by any sci- 
entist regardless of his place in time and 
history. The satellite was equipped with 
radio antennae for sending back mes- 
sages.

Television In Review

HOLLYWOOD (UPI) - There arc a 


couple of words I'd like to say to you 
today, and they are! Andrew Rooney. 
Let me repeat that: Andrew Rooney. 


You see, it's like this: Mr. Andrew A. 


Rooney for years has been writing some 
of the wittiest, mot delightful television 
essays around. Monday night, for in- 
stance, he produced and wrote a charm- 
ing ABC-TV half-hour called "An Essay 
on Churches." 


But do you think that most viewers of 


the show are going to go out today and 
say, "Did you se« Andy Rooney's pro- 
gram on television?" 


No — what they will say, if they say 


anything of the kind, is: "Did you see 
H a r r y R e a s o n e r ' s show about 
churches?" 


Well, that's the way it is for most 


writers in movies and television. You 
write the words, but everybody remem- 
bers the star if the show is good. If it 
isn't, of course, you can always blame it 
on the writer. 


ANYWAY, THE SHOW Monday night 


was good, and I think we can thank both 
the writer and the star, for by this time 
they have become one of video's estab- 


lished standards of excellence, a happy 
blend of teamwork. 


As I recall, they have done television 


essays on subjects ranging from doors to 
women — there's a connection there 
somewhere — and Monday night's half- 
hour was about church architecture, not 
religion. 


Mr. Reasoner is surely one of tnc most 


popular television newsmen around, and 
one of my favorites, too, because of his 
perspective that leads to droll com- 
mentaries that are pungent because of 
their careful understatement. 


This quality of drollness matches per- 


fectly with Mr. Rooney's writing, and the 
delivery to the audience goes down as 
smooth as a good Mexican beer. 


"AN ESSAY ON Churches," looked at 


some beautiful structures and some aw- 
ful ones, and with sophistication, com- 
mented briefly on related matters such 
as public attendance diminishing and 
abandoned edifices. 


"An Essay on Churches" was not in a 


very serious vein. Rather, it held quite 
nicely to the style we have come to ex- 
pect from the Rooney-Reasoner tandem. 
The tipoff was when we heard the open- 
ing music: "Winchester Cathedral." It 
was an inspired mood-setter."

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What It Costs To Be A Suburbanite 
Boom Town Prices Hit All

Last of a Series 


Life in the Northwest suburbs is much 


like living in a boom town. There is an 
explosion going on, an explosion of build- 
ings and people and an explosion also in 
the area that characterizes any boom 
town — prices. 


Real estate is skyrocketing. Homes 


that four years ago sold for »25,ODO are 
now being sold for $32,000 or more. 
Frame houses built on a slab with all the 
individual style of a carton of Ritz crack- 
ers are easily selling for $30,000. 


On the rim of the sedate, older neigh- 


borhoods, in places like Schaumburg 
Township and Buffalo Grove and in the 
unincorporated areas near Mount Pros- 
pect and Des Plaines, the developers are 
laying seige to open land and turning 
rows of corn into rows of houses. 


And all of it, the bursting devel- 


opments, the surge of new residents and 
the blossoming business districts, all 
comes at a price. 


SOMETIMES THE PRICE of living in 


the suburbs is measured in little things, 
like SO-cent parking meters next to the 
train stations and that extra cleaning bill 
for the suit that takes the abuse in the 
morning rush hour. 


Or sometimes the subtle and not-so- 


subtle costs of the suburbs can be mea- 
sured in the high down payment costs of 
a house. Down payments that are some- 
times so high they virtually preclude the 
idea of a new house from the plans of 
young marrieds. 


For that segment of the suburban pop- 


ulation which is fairly young, thriving on 
an executive paycheck and optimistic 
about its future, the Northwest commu- 
nities are attractive in many ways. 


To others, such as pensioners who may 


have lived here all their lives, the sub- 
urbs can be suddenly cruel. 'Or, as one 
elderly man from Prospect Heights said, 
"I don't believe it is possible to live here 
just on Social Security. It may be pos- 
sible somewhere else, but on just Social 
Security and maybe a small nest egg, 
brother, it just ain't possible any more." 


Thus, in the middle of a boom town 


atmosphere, many people are pulling in 
a bit and making do with things just to 
keep a little hedge in the bank against a 
darker day. 


ACCORDING TO the bankers, subur- 


ban dwellers are still hording away as 
much money as they can, continuing a 
trend which began in 1971. 


Jim Dodds, treasurer of First Arling- 


ton National Bank says the trend of area 
families is to invest a relatively large 
chunk of their earnings in savings ac- 
counts, despite the devices used to get 
more money into the economy. Dodds 
feels the savings trend will continue at 
least for another year. 


Although there was an upswing in re- 


tail sales in the suburbs during March, 
thus providing a springboard for what 
many merchants hope will be a better 
second quarter of 1972, the overall pic- 
ture seems to be that more people will 
try to save more money... just in case. 


If the trend remains to bank as much 


money as possible" right now, another 
mainstay of the suburban economy, the 
credit system is still thriving. 


In fact, one credit expert in the sub- 


urbs says the economic shock of moving 
to the suburbs is sometimes offset by a 
family's use of credit. Debt consolidation 
loans, the kind that pays all the bill col- 
lectors and replaces them with one long- 
term bill collector is extremely popular. 


IN BOTH CASES credit managers and 


bankers, experts agree that the large 
bank account is still highly prized in the 
suburbs. "That's the reason some people 
come In to get a loan," the credit man 
said, "so they don't have to touch their 
savings..." 


But saving for what? Saving to move 


away, or for a new and bigger house, or 
for college costs or for a way to pay off 
their debts? 


The immediate answer is unclear. But 


if anyone is betting — and a lot of busi- 
nessmen are — the future holds the hint 
of a brighter day when a lot of the mon- 
ey now in suburban banks will be spent 
by hungry consumers.

Again! 
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Percy Assails 
Federal Plan 
For Housing 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Sen. Charles 


M. Percy, R-lll., has called for a com- 
plete restructuring of the Federal Hous- 
ing Authority and criticized present fed- 
eral housing programs for low and mod- 
erate Income families. 


In a speech to the National Association 


of Building Manufacturers Monday, Per- 
cy said the FHA should be converted to a 
"consumer oriented housing agency dedi- 
cated to providing quality housing and 
other supporting social services for low 
and moderate-income families." 


He said the FHA should see to the eli- 


mination of unscrupulous real estate bro- 
kers from the subsidized housing market, 
provide for regular inspections of hous- 
ing bought under FHA programs and in- 
sure that potential buyers are shown all 
available properties and that all relevant 
information about the properties is dis- 
closed. 


"IP FHA CANNOT or will not accom- 


plish these objectives, then Congress 
must give consideration to separating the 
interest subsidy programs 
from the 


traditional ones and putting them into a 
new agency." Percy said. 


The senior senator from Illinois said 


many of the problems in the interest sub- 
sidy program developed because the De- 
partment of Housing and Urban Devel- 
opment and the FHA were ill-equipped to 
deal with unscrupulous developers, spec- 
ulators and shoddy businessmen who 
moved into the market. 


"1 cannot condemn too strongly those 


members of the private sector — build- 
ers and developers, real estate specula- 
tors and brokers, mortgage bankers and 
fee appraisers—all of whom want only 
and deliberately to set out on a course of 
making an easy dollar by defrauding the 
poor and rifling the public treasury," 
Percy said. 


This conspiracy against the poor and 


the public is a cancer in our free enter- 
prise system which must be ruthlessly 
cut away by men of good will in both 
public and private life." 


Says Insurance 
Industry Is Loser 


CHICAGO (UPI) - The Illinois insur- 


ance industry will absorb a $75 million 
loss because of the recent Supreme Court 
decision Invalidating the state's "no 
fault" auto insurance law, an industry 
spokesman says. 


Thomas Reynolds, general manager of 


the Illinois Insurance Information Ser- 
vice, said Monday his was the first esti- 
mate of the economic impact of the in- 
validation of no fault. 


"The insurance-buying public of Illi- 


nois has not yet grasped the extent to 
which the property-casualty insurance in- 
dustry has been exposed to loss," Rey- 
nolds said. 


"This is the dilemma. On Jan. 1,1972, 


the 230 companies which write the pol- 
icies on approximately 5 million Illinois 
private passenger cars automatically ex- 
tended basic no fault coverage without 
additional premium to buyers of insur- 
ance." Reynolds said. 


The no fault law required these bene- 


fits. They were to have been paid for by 
other provisions of the law, including a 
limitation on the right to sue for "pain 
and suffering" resulting from auto 
wrecks and faster payment procedures. 


By the time the Illinois Supreme Court 


invalidated the plan March 23, most of 
the state's motorists already had no fault 
policies. 


However, Reynolds said, "The director 


of insurance has ruled that these insur- 
ance contracts remain in effect despite 
the court ruling until their normal ex- 
piration dates although they constitute 
insurance for which the companies re- 
ceived no compensation of offsetting pre- 
miums." 


He said the loss is now estimated at 


$63 million. 


In addition, he said, the firms "spent a 


minimum of $5 million to convert to a no 
fault system at the first of the year and 
will expend a minimum of another $5 
million to reconvert computers and pro- 
grams to new procedures in the wake'of 
the no fault invalidation," 


Altogether, he said, the total bill to the 


230 insurance firms is "well over $75 mil- 
lion."

DULL PARTIES inevitably kindle 


trivia questions and word-association 
games. 


One of my favorite questions is to 


throw out the name "George Bork" and 
ask what sport he's associated with. Af- 
ter everyone automatically blurts out 
"football." I'm ready to award only par- 
tial credit. 


George was, indeed, a gridiron great. 


But he's on the verge of building another 
reputation on the golf course. The natu- 
ral athlete is a one-handicapper and 
hopes to qualify for the United States 
Open at Pebble Beach this summer. 


Asked to comment on the about-face in 


converting from the physically-grueling 
sport of football to the mentally-grueling 
sport of golf. George, who's got a libra- 
ry of one-liners luekctl away in his mind, 
replied. "I just finished playing 18 holes, 
and 1 didn't get tackled once!" 


His quest for a berth in the U.S. Open 


will be answered after he tours 36 holes 
at Olympia Fields in a qualifying meet. 
"You have to have a two handicap or 
better and $30 is all." Bork explained. 


"You receive a computerized handicap 


from the Chlcagoland Golf Association, 
fill out an entry blank and pay your $30 
and that's It. It's actually a good deal." 
he continued. "You get a practice round 
and you get to play 36 holes on a good 
course.'' 


George can be categorized as an over- 


night success in the golfing circles. He 
initially tried the game while still a stu- 
dent at Arlington High School back in the 
late '5o'$. 


"1 really didn't start playing seriously 


until I got up to Canada playing pro 
(foot) ball. I became a fanatic up there." 


Actually. Bork's first bid lo qualify for 


the Open came last year at Metlinnli 
Country Club. The blonde bomber carded 
an Impressive t.'O over the challenging 
SB-holt 
1 layout, but only chuckles when he 


adds that the cutoff was !<!!). 


"1 took an eight on a par four without 


a penalty shot." he explained. "I don't 
even remember what hole it was, but I 
hit a shot into a trap, left it in the trap, 
chiooed over the green, chipped back 
onto the green and the stupid ball rolled 
back into the trap. Now you take an 
eight on a par four and miss the cutoff 
by one. How do you figure that?" 


Probably the same way you figure how 


George Bork was overlooked in the 1964 
professional 
football 
draft. Having 


achieved all-state status at Arlington his 
senior year. George continued an already 
brilliant football career at Northern Illi- 
nois University. He was named Little All- 
American in both his junior and senior 
seasons while piloting the Huskies to a 
perfect 10-0 record. 


A ranking as the top small college foot- 


ball team in the nation accompanied the 
stellar performance by Northern while 
Bork personally rewrote all of his 
school's records and established numer- 
ous national marks from his quarterback 
position! 


"I had 2.1 national records when I 


graduated and 1 think I've got one left," 
Bork said. "Guys tike Jerry Rhome took 
care of them pretty quick for me. The 
one I think 1 might still have left 1$ aver- 
age completions per game. I guess I was 
averaging between 32 and 33 completions 
a game." 


George was assured of a top selection 


In the prestigious year-end professional 
draft. "1 got a telephone call from the 
New York Jets the night before the draft 
and, they told me not to talk to anyone. 


They said they'd try and get me on the 
first round." 


D-Day (Draft-day) never came for 


George Bork. He was shunned by every 
National Football League team. 


The Oakland Raiders (among seven 


others) contacted him after the draft and 
offered to sign him to a two-year, no-cut 
contract as a free-agent, but Bork turned 
them down for the simple reason that, 
"Since you didn't draft me, I'm not going 
to play for you." 


The display of individuality by Bork 


carried him to Canada where he played 
professionally for Hie Montreal Aloueltes 
for four years. 


An ensuing two-year stint with the Chi- 


cago Owls ended in disaster when the 
club folded still owing Bork a $2,500 pay- 
check. "I got the hint to hang up the ole 
football shoes right then and there," the 
ill-fated star said. 


Any inspiration to return to the profes- 


sional football scene was partially erased 
when Bork religiously began playing 
golf. "I can't thtwv as well as I used to," 
he admitted. "I developed tendonitis in 
my lower bleep and it affects my elbow. 
I can throw for a while, but my arm gets 
tired and sore too quickly." 


Golf (for pleasure) seems to be the 


perfect cure for sore-armed 
quarter- 


backs. "The professional tour is out of 
the question," Bork professed. "You've 
got guys playing the tour that are shoot- 
ing par over some of the best courses in 
the nation, and they're going hungry!" . 


The transition between football and 


golf is mentally similar, according to 
Bork. 
"In ploying big-time football, 


there's an clement of pressure that 
you're exposed to, but I think you'll find 
thnt same clement in golf. You don't like 
lo lose in either sport and I'd like to 
think I'm as competitive on the golf 
course as I was on the football field." 


George returned to the area he helped 


publicize during his college and profes- 
sional playing days by accepting the 
head coaching position for the Prospect 
golf team. 


"I think the primary objective of a golf 


coach is to get his kids to think while 
they're out on the golf course," he' 
said. "The kid is going to have some tal- 
ent before he comes out for the team, but 
you can get some kids that just want to. 
get up and see how far they can hit the 
ball." 


The winner of the Chicagoland Golf As- 


sociation Tournament last summer is 
still searching for his first hole-in-one, 
but as he admitted, "That's why I'm still 
playing this game. 


"I just enjoy going out and shooting a 


casual round or two. This U.S. Open 
thing doesn't mean I'm getting super- 
serious about the game, but I'm entering 
it more for the experience and the fun of 
doing it." 


And I'll bet he does quite well, by-

EVERYWHERE, FROM the Apostle 


Islands in LAake Superior, through Stur- 
geon Bay and Door County, all along the 
Lake Michigan shoreline as far south as 
Calumet Harbor, the fishing is going 
from good to excellent! 


The lake trout, which only 10 years ago 


seemed to have been completely tlecimi- 
nated by the lamprey eel, have made a 
strong comeback and fishermen are tak- 
ing them out in the lake, trolling little 
Cleo spoons and spoonplugs. Further 
south, in Wisconsin's Sheboygan County, 
the trout are beginning to move into the 
mouth of the Sheboygan River. In addi- 
,tion to lake trout and rainbows, the She- 
bojgan is also starting to give up some 
northern pike. 


Meanwhile, on the Wolf River, anglers 


are getting limits of walleyes between 
Fremont and New London with the over- 
all average something like two fish per 
boat. If this early week sunshine holds, 
this weekend should see the walleyes 
running at ftdl speed and both the Wolf 
and the Fox rivers should be giving up 
limit catches. It's still not white bass 
time, though. 


Even the far south end of the Fov, as it 


ambles toward flic Illinois state line, is 
good this week. At the Wllmol Dam, fish- 
ermen arc having no trouble loading up 
a basket full of erappics and there have 
been a few good catches of walleyes, 
none bragging size, but plenty of "le- 
gals." 


River fishermen still do best with the 


time-tested "river-rig." Use a three-way 
swivel with a weight on the bottom swi- 
vel and trait a pinkie jig with a minnow 
on the business-end. The weight skips 
over the rocks on the bottom without 
hanging up. allowing the baited jig to 
stream out behind. It's easy to cast, it 
straightens itself out in moving water 
and although it's better to keep it in mo- 
tion, it even produces fish when you just 
let it hang in the current. 


The Chain of Lakes is on-again-off- 


again, depending on how much sun has 
shown upon its surface, and last week 
wasn't so hot. But. again, there's nothing 
the matter with Chain fishing that a lot 
of heat won't cure. Grapples are hitting 
in the channels, on minnows and a jig, or 
just dropped under a bobber and there 
have been a few northern and bass out of 
Catherine. Channel lake and Marie. 


But by far the most spectacular fishing 


is at the lakefront where they're catch- 
ing, literally, everything. 


Over the weekend, the Commonwealth 


Edison Company completed a 180 foot 
long bridge that has served to open up a 
huge steel and cement breakwater, 600 
feet long, to land-locked fishermen. 


the company built the bridge, to make 


the breakwater and adjacent beach area 
available to fishermen, and on opening 
day. last Sunday, more than 200 fish- 
ermen took advantage of the opportunity. 


The bridge spans the company's "out- 


fall" channel at the Waukegan gener- 
ating station at the end of Greenwood 
avenue in that city. For years, fishermen 
have longed to fish the warmed waters 
as they are discharged into the lake, 
vvhere fish not only congregate to feed, 
but appear to thrive. But it meant you 
had to have a boat, with a shallow draft 


that could safely move into the area, 
or you had to climb a fence and enter the 
company's private property illegally, not 
to mention, unsafely. 


Edison solved the problem when they 


constructed the bridge and dedicated it 
to the city of Waukegan, which has 
opened it to the public, 


On opening day, in a contest conducted 


by the city and CE, an 11-year-old boy, 
fishing from the bridge with a nite craw- 
ler on a slip-sinker rig, topped all his 
elders with a six pound brown trout. 


The opening day derby, which ran a 


mere three hours, produced browns, 
sleclhcad, coho and one brook trout, the 
latter of which surprised even the De- 
partment of Conservation fish biologist 
Gary Erickson, who officiated the con- 
test. Erickson noted: "We knew there 
were brook trout in the lake, but they 
have always been extremely rare." 


The best way to fish the new facility is 


to hit the moving water as it courses into 
the lake east of the new bridge and the 
breakwater. Although many fishermen 
prefer to wade into the water, it is just 
as productive to fish from the bridge or 
the breakwater. 


Rigs vary, but the two most consistent 


"catchers" are a slip-sinker, using a 
standard Lindy Rig. Cast the worm a 
little up-stream and keep the line tight as 
it bounces toward the open water. There 
isn't much finesse to this type of fishing, 
when a trout takes the worm, he sucks it 
up at once and you set the hook. But the 
fish are big and active and full of fight 
once hooked. 


Another popular and effective way to 


fish the area is with a three-way swivel 
rig. Hook a plain pinkie jig in the lower 
swivel with about 6 or 8 inches of mono. 
On the back swivel, hook a Little Cleo or 
Dardevil or other easy-casting spoon, it 
doesn't matter much what you use there, 
since the trout invariably take the for- 
ward pinkie.

Use of a Dog's Nose • • 


The recent sniffing out of a bomb on an 


airplane at Kennedy Airport in New 
York City by a three-year-old German 
Shepherd has once again proved that a 
trained dog's nose \& a boon to mankind. 


While the general public has only be- 


come aware of this fact in the last few 
years, dog fanelers have always known 
about the wonderful detecting ability of 
the dog's nose. 


Bloodhounds are generally acknowl- 


edged to have an outstanding sense of 
smell, but hunters need no reminders 
about a sporting dog's ability to follow a 
scent while searching for game in the 
field. In the show ring, scent dis- 
crimination plays an important part in 
utility class exercises of dog obedience 
tests. In an obedience tracking test, a 
dog's nose is the whole thing — without it 
there would be no test. 


The use of trained guard dogs to patrol 


shopping centers, industrial parks, office 
buildings and schools has been highly 
successful because of the great sensi- 
tivity of the dog's ears and nose. Patrol 
dogs have proved Invaluable to security 
officers entrusted with the task of deterr- 
ing thieves. There has been no end of the 
use of dogs by the military, both at home 
and overseas. 


Canine dope sniffers have done ex- 


tremely well in stopping smugglers from 
bringing narcotics into the United States. 
More than 60 such dogs are employed at 
border crossings, post offices and air- 
ports across the country. Six of these 
dogs, operating in the New York City 
area, have sniffed out more than two 
million dollars worth of narcotics being 
brought into the country illegally.

Neiv Signup 
Procedures For 
Military Draft 


The Selective Service System recently 


announced new registration procedures 
for the draft. 


Under the provisions, a registrant 


must register with a draft board or a 
draft registrar within the period 30 days 
before to 30 days after his 18th birthday. 


He must bring some official type of 


identification with him when he regis- 
ters, such as his birth certificate, Social 
Security account number card, driver's 
license, school or college activity card, 
or a credit card. 


The new registration procedures are 


designed to make registration more reg- 
istrant-oriented and draft board oper- 
ations more streamlined. Registration 
will consist of filling out a registration 
card. Additionally, a new registration 
questionnaire also must be filled out, al- 
though the registrant can take the ques- 
tionnaire with him, or it may be mailed 
to him. He must return it within 10 days. 


The registration questionnaire requires 


the names and addresses of three per- 
sons outside the registrant's immediate 
family who will always know his ad- 
dress. The names, relationships, and ad- 
dresses of all the registrant's family over 
age 16 also must be listed. 


In addition, the form includes ques- 


tions inquiring whether the registrant be- 
lieves he qualifies for a hardship defer- 
ment, for status as a conscientious objec- 
tor, for a surviving son exemption, or for 
other Selective Service deferments and 
exemptions. 


Every registrant must list a place of 


permanent residence, as well as a cur- 
rent mailing address. The draft board 
serving his permanent residence will be 
the registrant's permanent draft board, 
regardless of where he registers. 


When he registers at his own draft 


board, and when time permits, after he 
has completed the registration card the 
registrant will be issued his registration 
certificate along with his notice of classi- 
fication stating that he has been placed 
administratively into a holding classifica- 
tion, Class 1-H. 


Under the new law, according to the 


Illinois State Bar Association, your liabil- 
ity for unauthorized charges on a credit 
card ceases just as soon as you notify the 
issuing company that the card is among 
the missing. 


The law, as it stood before the change, 


said you would be liable for unauthorized 
charges to the extent of $25 for a credit 
card that had no signature panel or $50 if 
the card had a place for your signature. 


These limits still apply to any charges 


made by unauthorized person prior to the 
date of your notice to the company of the 
loss for theft 


THE NEW LAW makes it even more 


important to know whether your credit 
cards are in your possession at all times 
Thus, it suggests you keep a list of all 
cards that have been issued to you and 
that you check your cards against this 


list periodically to be sure that no card 
has been lost or stolen. In most cases," 
the ISBA notes, people are not aware of 
the disappearance of a card until they 
attempt to use it. 


There is another helpful feature of the 


credit card liability law. It requires the 
issuer of the card to provide the individ- 
ual with an "address notification requir- 
ing no postage to be paid" by which the 
issuer may be notified of lost, theft or 
possible unauthorized use of the card. 


Whereas the law protects 
persons 


against unlimited liability for unauthor- 
ized use, the ISBA stressed that credit 
users whould take reasonable pre- 
cautions to prevent loss of their cards 
and should be especially alert while mak- 
ing credit purchases. Fraudulent use of 
credit cards now runs into millions of 
dollars each year in Illinois alone

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Violation Could Cost Vp To $500 Fine 
Village Board Votes To Ban 
Street Sale Of Food, Drink

There were a lot of "ding-a-lings" at 


the Hoffman Estates Village Board meet- 
ing Monday night — not people, but 
sounds, 


The ding-a-ling sound was heard in dis- 


cussions on a proposal to ban ice cream 
trucks from village streets, which was 
approved by the board in a 4 to 2 vote, 


Debate on the measure, whicb Mayor 


Frederick Downey suggested could cost 
the board the "6-year-olds1 votes," fo- 
cused on child safety, noise and litter 
abatement and the responsibility of par- 
ents In keeping their children under con- 
trol, 


The new ordinance makes it unlawful 


to "sell, dispense or distribute for profit 
any food, beverage, candy or item for 
human consumption" on public streets in 
the village. Violators will be subject to 
fines from $1 to $500 for each offense. 


Trustees Dyrle Rathman and William 


Cowin voted against the measure, with 
Rathman supporting free enterprise and 
Cowin calling for parental guidance in 
controlling their children's purchasing. 


Downey said mothers of small children 


had complained to him about the "ad- 
verse affect on the eating habits of their 
children" of the ice cream trucks which 
generally arrive around mealtime. 


"That's the parents' problem, that's 


not our problem," said Rathman. 


Trustee Bruce Lind took a different 


tack, asking Police Chief John O'Connell 
if banning the trucks would eliminate a 
safety hazard In the village. O'Connell 
agreed it would. 


TRUSTEE VIRGINIA HAYTER told of 


f o l l o w i n g three ice cream trucks 
throughout the village last week. The 
first truck also was followed Hi blocks 
by a small toddler, and while the vender 
"kept shooing the child away," he did 
not stop and insist the youngster go 
home, she said. The second truck nearly 
struck young bike riders who turned in 
front of it, said Mr. Hayter. There was 


not much throuble" with the third truck, 
she said, since it was making its rounds 
at about 4 p.m. 


"My personal opinion after looking at 


the operation — it's absolutely impos- 
sible safetywise," said Mrs. Hayter. 


Helen Wozniak, deputy clerk, told of 


phone calls that came to village offices 
when weather began to improve this 
spring. The mother of a partially re- 
tarded youngster feared for his safety, 
and was concerned because the boy once 
had bought $2 worth of popsicles at one 
time, she said. 


"We have had numerous calls al- 


ready," said Mrs. Wozniak. 


Trustee Diane Jensen suggested most 


families can keep frozen ice cream at 
home with no difficulty, and the trucks 
are not needed. 


"This is like a Pied Piper going down 


the street," she said. 


A woman in the audience told of seeing 


children hitching rides on the trucks 
without the drivers' knowledge. 


COWIN TALKED of his youth in Chi- 


cago, and said he had hitched rides on 
ice wagons as a child, and also had sold 
ice cream from a wagon and a bike. 
Children'would hitch rides on any trans- 
portation going in their direction, he 
said. While he spoke against the noise of 
the trucks, and litter from wrappers, he 
said they are not a safety menace. 


"In spite of my feelings against these 


venders, their methods of vending and 
the Utter they create, I can't honestly 
believe they are a menace to the commu- 
nity, a menace to our children, and 
should be eliminated," said Cowin. 


Parents "have the responsibility of 


being in charge," said Cowin. They 
should have control over their children's 
spending. Rathman suggested parents 
should watch their children and not allow 
them out of their yards until they are old 
enough to know safety procedures and 
follow them. 


Cowin suggested passing ordinances

A contingent of businessmen, some of 


whom were considering a class action 
suit against the Village of Hoffman Es- 
tates, Monday won the promise of revi- 
sions in a business licensing schedule ap- 
proved last week by the board of 
trustees. 


Led by Louis (Red) Becker, proprietor 


of the Golf Rose Barber Shop, the mer- 
chants protested what they termed in- 
explicable changes in their licensing 
fees. They asked the board how it came 
to the conclusion to increase fees, and 
how the rates of increase were deter- 
mined. 


Becker said his fees had been trebled. 


Don Drew, operator of a Standard Ser- 
vice station, claimed his fee last year 
had been $40, and under the new sched- 
ule he computed his fee for the year 
starting May i at $575. Mrs. Frank Mil- 
ling of Baskin Robbins 31 Flavors Ice 
Cream. Golf Rose plaza, said she had 
contacted her franchise company head- 
quarters and was told in 1,000 stores us- 


ing the franchise, the fees range between 
zero and $30. She did not state what her 
fee would be under the change. 


MAYOR FREDERICK Downey re- 


sponded with a suggestion for working 
out a mutually satisfactory solution. 


"I understand there have been other 


complaints than yours, relative to the 
changes in licensing fees," said D"owney. 
A meeting was to be scheduled with Vil- 
lage Mgr. George Longmeyer, and the 
merchants were welcome, said Downey. 
Revisions in the new schedule could be 
worked out, although there likely will 
still be increases, he suggested. 


Longmeyer yesterday announced the 


meeting will be at 3 p.m. Friday in his 
office. 


Becker asked if he should ignore the 


license charge, pending the revision. 
Downey opposed this, noting the new 
rates had been approved by the board 
and were legally enacted. 


"You're trying to get new businesses" 


in the village, noted Becker. "If you are 
going to be treating the new business the 


way the old has been treated, you're cer- 
tainly going after the rabbit with the 
wrong shotgun," he said. 


Becker claimed the increases were un- 


equal, with some merchants assessed 
much high rates, and others assessed at 
the same rates as previously. 


TRUSTEE WILLIAM Cowin, chairman 


of the finance committee which recom- 
mended the increase, told Becker "I cer- 
tainly have to accept a large part of the 
responsibility for the changes." 


But, said Cowin, the new rates were 


"not intended in any way to be punitive. 
It was the intent of the committee and 
the board to increase fees in line wth 
our expenses" of regulation and in- 
spection of businesses. 


"We're not attempting to obtain in- 


creased revenues from business licens- 
ing. We are attempting to recoup in- 
creased costs," said Cowin. 


Cowin promised the revisions after Fri- 


day's meeting would be "agreeable" 
though "maybe not acceptable to the 
merchants.

men or a person designated by a police- 
man to legally direct traffic on a state 
highway. 


The policemen also suggested the vil- 


lage charge for use of a squad car on an 
assignment such as at drive-in crowd 
control 


Sgt. Gene Wolf told the board police- 


men are needed for any high school 
event attended by more than 250 persons. 


Because there are students at the high 


school who take drugs, "any program at- 
tracting more than 50 kids in the 14 to 18 
age group is a potentially dangerous situ- 
ation," Wolf told the board. 


THE NEW POLICY will not affect po-

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Trustees Start 
Trimming Down 
Proposed Budget 


Buffalo Grove trustees began the diffi- 


cult task of slimming down the proposed 
village budget for next fiscal year at a 
workshop meeting Monday night. 


Of prime concern to most of the 


trustees was the proposed cost of police 
services. Village Mgr. Dan Larson had 
included funds to hire five additional pa- 
trolmen, but some trustees disagreed 
with the need. 


"What I'm worried about is the budget 


growing faster than the village is grow- 
ing," said Trustee Ed Osmon. "We're 
letting the police department grow too 
fast. We should determine if the need is 
there." 


Larson said, "What we're asking for 


police is flexibility so the new chief (to 
replace Harold Smith) can do things he 
feels are necessary." 


Larson and the trustees referred to a 


study by Cook County police that listed 
several recommendations for the Buffalo 
.Grove Police Department. The report 
has not yet been made public, but 
trustees indicated it called for more su- 
pervision and training of officers. 


LARSON'S proposed budget asked for 


five new patrolmen in addition to the es- 
tablishment of a three-man juvenile de- 
partment. The high number of children 
ages 10-14 in the village warrants the 
juvenile department, Larson said. The 
department now has only one juvenile of- 
ficer. With three, there would be an offi- 
cer on duty for each shift around the 
clock. 


The police management study also sug- 


gested two new sergeant's positions be 
established and the present part-time 
clerk be hired full-time. 


The proposed budget asks for $399,292 


for police purposes, compared to $295,880 
last year< 


Osmon listed some criticisms of police, 


and Larson replied, "That's why we 
want more supervision." Larson said 
earlier, "Considering the equipment and 
manpower, all village departments have 
done a terrific job in past years." 


Larson said he hopes to make use of a 


student from Northern Illinois University 
for nine months, with his salary to be 
paid partly by state grant of $1,000. The 
student would work in one or more of the 
village departments. 


LARSON'S rough draft of the budget 


also calls for a staff car to be used by 
him and other village officials. The budg- 
et proposal calls for police cars to be 
rotated for use by the village depart- 
ments, 


The total budget for the general fund, 


which includes general government, le- 
gal costs, finance, police, community de- 
velopment and building and grounds, is 
$663,729, according to the proposal, com- 
pared with an anticipated revenue of 
$685,200. 


Trustees will discuss the 1972-73 budget 


again at a workshop session and at a 
public hearing before passing it. 


Nixon Expected To Visit 


President Nixon is expected — with 


some reservations — to visit Forest View 
High School in Arlington Heights on June 
26. 


The occasion for the visit would be the 


annual conference of the National Associ- 
ation of Student Councils June 25 to 29 at 
the school. 


Burton Showers, director of student ac- 


tivities, said yesterday he considers 
there Is a "90 per cent chance" that Nix- 
on will accept the invitation. 


Showers, national adult chairman of 


the student council association, said the 
White House has assured him that either 
the president, Vice President Spiro T, 
Agnew or White House adviser Donald 
Sumsfeld, former congressman from the 
13th Congressional District, would ap- 
pear at the conference. 


This was confirmed by a spokesman in 


the student council association's Wash- 
ington office, who pointed out that con- 
firmation of the President's plans might 
not be received until days before his vis- 
it. 


However, it was reported that Secret 


Service agents have already surveyed 
routes from O'Hare International Airport 
to Forest View, and that communications 
workers have examined facilities for ex- 
tensive press communications. ' 


BOTH SHOWERS and the Washington 


office said they have received an "af-

Nixon has visited the Northwest sub- 


urbs three times in recent years. He ap- 
peared at Prospect High School shortly 
before his election in 1968. 


He returned in February of 1970 to in-

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Roads Disappear 
- 6Why' Linked 
To Broken Tiles 


by MARGE FERROLI 


Flooding problems are fairly common 


during spring rains, but wet weather 
over the past two weeks has caused 
floods in two separate areas of Palatine 
Township. 


The county highway department has 


taken action to pump out and remove wa- 
ter that has submerged Quentin Road 
just south of Dundee Road, closing the 
road to all through traffic. 


However, nothing has been done to an 


even more heavily flooded area just 
south of Palatine at Benton and Mich- 
igan Avenue. 


The two roads have disappeared, hav- 


ing been covered by water last week. 
Water that was unable to drain away 
naturally has flowed onto empty lots and 
back yards, coming up to the doorstep of 
one house and forcing the evacuation of 
one family. 


According to neighbors in the area, 


much of the flooding problem can be at- 
tributed to broken field tiles that became 
faulty because of construction in the vi- 
cinity of the homes. Water began to ac- 
cumulate along a culvert near the inter- 
section when the rains started and grad- 
ually flowed over onto the roads, cov- 
ering probably more than an acre of 
land. 


Neighbors in the Benton-Michigan area 


have formed committees and hired a sur- 
veyor to study the possible reasons for 
the flooding. According to Patricia 
Wright, 658 S. Benton, this surveyor told 
them the broken drain tiles were causing 
the problems. 


THEY EVEN sent letters to the Metro- 


politan Sanitary District, but got no help 
because the water is a result of storm 
water and not sanitary water flow, she 
said. 


In the past, the area had a natural flow 


of storm water to the west into Salt 
Creek, Mrs. Wright said. But as more 
drain tile became broken, the water in- 
stead began to back up on the home- 
owners' property. 


Both roads are township roads and 


come under the jurisdiction of the town- 
ship highway roads department, accord- 
ing to a spokesman for the county. Be- 
cause the area is outside the corporate 
limits of Palatine, the village public 
works department has no control over 
the area. 


The flooded area forced the Gene Ach- 


terberg family to temporarily move out 
of the area and live in an apartment 
building. Water has reportedly seeped 
into their house, ruining furniture and 
making the home unlivable. 


Officials from the township could not 


be reached yesterday for comment on 
what would be done to clean out the 
flooded intersection. 


At Quentin and Dundee, the county 


highway department has cleared the 
road of water and is in the process of 
removing most of the remaining water 
from the front yards of homeowners and 
from vacant lots and pumping it via 
hoses into the lake in Deer Grove. 


However, this pumping procedure is 


only a temporary measure to solve the 
flooding problem. 


According to Hugo Stark, acting super- 


intendent of highways for Cook County, 
the area has a "depressed 
contour" 


which has interfered with the natural 
drainage of storm water to the west. 


HE SAID TWO property owners on the 


west side of Quentin had placed fill on 
their land, blocking up the drainage flow 
and breaking field drain tile installed on 
the land many years ago. 


A permanent solution could be effected 


by reopening the drainage outlet to the 
west to permit water to flow gradually to 
Salt Creek, Stark said. However, proper- 
ty owners where the tiles appear to be 
blocked have refused to let the county 
highway crews on their land to make the 
repairs. 


He said his department plans to contin- 


ue negotiations with the property owners 
rather than ask the state's attorney's of- 
fice to take legal action which "takes too 
long." 


Park Dist. Delays Budget OK 


The Palatine Park District Board of 


Commissioners last night delayed formal 
approval of the park district's largest 
budget ever, when passed is expected to 
actually reduce residents tax rates. 


The commissioners have endorsed the 


1972-73 budget in principle, but minor 
readjustments are to be made before the 
budget is submitted for final approval 
Mays. 


' 
The budget totals slightly more than 


$700,000 or about 12 per cent over this 
year's budget. 


A |300 deficit is projected, but Dir. 


Fred P. Hall, who devised the budget, 


• said it is likely to be alleviated through 


an increase in assessed valuation within 
the park district. 


THIS YEAR'S valuation totaled 


$91,207,093, about $1.2 million more than 
the park district expected. 


The tax rate this year came to 39.6 


cents per $100 assessed valuation for tax 
purposes. 


Next year, because of additional as- 


sessed 
valuation expected 
to over- 


compensate for the budgetary increase, 
the rate is expected to drop to about 
38.21 cents. 


The budgetary increases were attribut- 


ed to greater labor and equipment costs 
plus a net increase of three recreational 
programs and better facilities at the Pal- 
atine Hills Golf Course, including a new 
locker room. 


In addition, the park district plans to 


hire IMj full-time maintenance workers, 
bringing its total to-five, plus two extra 
summer employes. 


IN DEVISING the 1972-73 budget'with 


the anticipated tax cut, the park district 
likely took into account its plans to hold 
a'referendum sometime this fall to raise 
funds for a $1.1 million capital improve- 
ment program.

Fire Unit Incorporation In Trouble

Representatives of the Rolling Mead- 


ows Fire Protection District and the city 
have admitted that plans to incorporate 
the district in the city have bogged down 
and the annexation proposal is in jeop- 
ardy-at least for this year. 


And the cause of the problem, accord- 


ing to City Treasurer Robert Cole, is a 
rather unexpected one. A lack of money 
— or more properly, a lack of access to 
the $300,000 needed to run the district an- 
nually — is gumming up the works. 


The best indication that things have 


stalled is. that the fire district's trustees 
are going ahead with plans to draw ,up 
their own budget for 1972-73 and levy 
their own taxes. 


And there are no provisions in the 1972- 


73 Rolling Meadows budget for in- 
corporation of the district. 


Back in October, when the annexation 


idea was first broached publicly, Mayor 
Roland Meyer said the fire district could 
be funded from the city's sales tax sur- 
plus and any shortage could be made up 
by a tax levy. 


With the new budget containing no pro- 


visions for funding the department from 
the surplus, the emphasis shifted to the 
tax levy. 


And Rolling Meadows officials learned 


that they do not have the power to tax at 
the same rate as the district. 


ACCORDING TO statute, Cole said, the 


fire district is levying a tax rate of 40 
cents per $100 assessed property valu- 
ation. If the city took over the district 
and its taxing power, the statuory taxing 
limit would be five cents per $100 the 
first year and only 7.5 cents the second 
year. 


"We're'talking about a potential in- 


come dropping from about $300,000 a 
year to something like $35,000 a year," 
Cole said. The fire district is operating 
right now on a $311,000 budget. 


"When talk of the annexation started 


months ago, everyone assumed that the 


city would keep the rate that the fire dis- 
trict had attained," Cole said. 


The annexation plan, Cole said yester- 


day, "is stalled. It's not going to happen 
this year probably if the city adheres to 
the budget it's about to pass." 


Cole has been chairing the .three-man 


city committee that has been trying to 
work out some kind of annexation plan 
with the three trustees of the fire dis- 
trict. 


He said there are alternatives, some of 


which will be discussed at an annexation 
committee meeting tomorrow night. 


One possibility is to ask the trustees to 


endorse a citywide referendum that 
would ask residents to approve the an- 
nexation of the fire district and to ap- 
prove at the same time a new city fire 
tax levy not to exceed the fire district's 


existing tax rate of 40 cents per $100. 


ANOTHER SOLUTION that could clear 


the way to turn the district over to the 
city by providing access to more money 
would be for Rolling Meadows to attain 
home rule status, Cole said. 


Under home rule,-he said, it would be 


theoretically possible for the city council 
to levy a fire protection tax at any rate 
they saw fit. 


The fire district is not without its own 


alternatives, should the trustees decide 
that they are not going to go along with 
the annexation plans. 


The fire district's income could jump 


more than 60 per cent if the district 
could pass a referendum approving a 25 
cents per $100 tax increase to provide for 
increased ambulance service. 


Fire district president James Service 


said Monday night that "nothing has 
changed, we've had no meeting with the 
city" in a month. About Thursday's 
meeting he said, "We're not 100 per cent 
sure what's going to happen there." 


Although Service said there had been 


no serious conflict so far over the me- 
chanics of an annexation, he told firemen 
meeting Monday, "To date I don't think 
they (the city) have offered anything 
that they can do that we can't do our- 
selves." 


And one fireman told the trustees, "If 


they can't provide more than you gentle- 
men have, then we don't see why the 
transition should be made."

Nixon Expected To Visit Forest View

Service agents have already surveyed 
routes from O'Hare International Airport 
to Forest View, and that communications 
workers have examined facilities for ex- 
tensive press communications. 


BOTH SHOWERS and the Washington 


office said they have received an "af- 
firmative reaction" from 
the White 


House concerning an appearance by the 
president. 


Nixon has visited the Northwest sub- 


urbs three times in recent years. He ap- 
peared at Prospect High School shortly 
before his election in 1968. 


He returned in February of 1970 to in- 


spect anti-pollution progress' by the 
Hanover Park Sanitary District, and 


made a campaign appearance at Mount 
Prospect in October of that year. 


The Washington spokesman pointed out 


that the prior visits make a presidential 
trip more likely "because it is familiar 
territory to all the people who must be 
concerned about the arrangements for a 
visit." 


Showers also pointed out that an elec- 


tion year trip to the youth conference 
might be attractive to Nixon because "Il- 
linois is a key state in the election, and 
he is an astute politician who sees the 
importance of the youth vote."

Department will set up a local chapter of 
the Combined Counties Police Associ- 
ation, within two weeks, according to 
John Flood, a CCPA official. 


Flood said yesterday that some 80 per 


cent of the village's 33 patrolmen had 
signed application cards to join the asso- 
ciation, which acts as a bargaining agent 
for several suburban police departments. 


"The response from the men has been

Elections of chapter officials are ex-

At this time, their request will be three-

Rob Roy Annexation Is Sought Again 


Kenroy Inc. of Skokle, owner of the 40- 


aere Rob Roy Driving Range, north of 
Mount Prospect, are once again seeking 
to have that property annexed to the vil- 
lage. 


A public hearing before the Mount 


Prospect Plan Commission on the annex- 
ation petition will be held May 19. The 
annexation request has been made sub- 
ject to first having the driving range re- 
zoned for a planned unit development, 


William Dillon, attorney for Kenroy 


who filed the hearing request, said Ken- 
roy plans to construct multi-family units 
on the property. Roy Gottlieb, a Kenroy 
executive, would say only the firm's 
plans were not completed. 


The driving range, on the north side of 


Euclid Avenue and west of Wolf Road, 
was has been a subject of controversy 
ever since Kenroy tried to get it annexed 
to Mount Prospect in 1970. Currently, 19 
acres of the site has been condemned by 


the River Trails Park District to be used 
as open space. 


THE PARK DISTRICT first tried to 


buy the 19 acres (that part of the range 
that fronts on Euclid Avenue) in October 
1970 shortly after the Mount Prospect 
Village Board voted against annexing the 
property. During the five months of hear- 
ings, on the annexation objections had 
been filed by area residents and the park 
district charging the development would 
cause added traffic congestion and prob- 
able school overcrowding. 


At that time Kenroy was planning a 


$27 million development including 624 
apartment units, 130 townhouses and a 
tennis coub. 


Anticipating a quick purchase, park 


district residents passed a referendum in 
December 1970 that authorized the sale 
of $750,000 in bonds for purchase of the 
property. 


When negotiations broke down, the 


park district filed condemnation proceed- 
ings in February 1971. However, rather 
than asking for a court hearing date, 
both parties have been meeting monthly 
in an effort to reach an out-of-court set- 
tlement. 


Yesterday, River Trails Park Commis- 


sioner Patrick Link said he knew of no 
plans by Kenroy to have the property an- 
nexed to Mount Prospect. Of the negotia- 
tions, Link said, "We're within striking 
distance on the price." But he added that 
"other conditions that will be attached to 
the sale" are as much an obstacle to a 
settlement at this time as is the selling 
price itself. 


Link said that if the park district does 


acquire the driving range, "We would try 
to bring it into Mount Prospect just like 
we want to bring in the pool property." 
He was referring to the district's swim- 
ming pool just east of the driving range.

Unit School Study Gains Formal OK 


The Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 


Board of Education formally committed 
itself Monday to a feasibility study on 
forming a unit school district with grades 
kindergarten through twelve. 


As expected the board voted unani- 


mously to investigate a unit district 
which probably would consist of Dist. 59 
and some adjacent areas, including Elk 
Grove and Forest View high schools. 


Supt. James Erviti, a long-time unit 


district advocate, said, "The unit district 
is the sensible and reasonable way to or- 
ganize education because of its substan- 
tial financial and educational advan- 
tages." 


Last week, budget committee members 


agreed to allocate funds in the 1972-73 
budget to study the feasibility of a unit 
district and to develop the guidelines for 
its formation. 


At that time board member Sharrie 


Hildebrandt said that after the study is 
completed, boundaries would be estab- 
lished for the proposed unit district. 
Next, she said, permission would have to 
be obtained from the county and state 
superintendents to hold a unit district 
referendum. 


He said the state financial aid formula 


was in favor of unit districts as opposed 
to dual districts, or separate elementary 
and high school districts. 


BECAUSE FORMING a unit district 


would mean a break with High School 
Dist. 214 and the six other elementary 
districts in Wheeling and Elk Grove 
townships, feeding into Dist, 214 the 
board voted to invite those districts to 
help in the feasibility study. 


Erviti said according to some research 


last fall, the cost of unit district studies 
were running from $12,000 to $30,000. He 
estimated a study for Dist. 59 would run 
about $30,000 and added that the state 
would pay $1,500 toward a study. 


M R S . HILDERBRANDT suggested 


that the board direct Erviti to seek bids 
from consultants for the feasibility study. 
However board member Al Domanico 
said more groundwork should be done 
before a consultant was chosen. 


Allen Sparks,-budget committee chair- 


man, said the unit district study was in 
keeping with the board's responsibility to 
provide the highest quality education at 
the lowest possible cost to the taxpayers. 


He said the school board would be 


shirking its duty if it did not investigate 
the possibility of consolidation. 


"We fully appreciate the advantages 


which accrue to a truly local district in 
terms of communication between citizens 


a n d 
their 
elected 
representatives," 


Sparks said. "Therefore it is our feeling 
that priority be given to the maintenance 
of relatively small units." 


Erviti said he did not think that a unit 


made up of only Dist. 59 would be ap- 
proved since it would contain about 38 
per cent of the assessed valuation of 
Dist. 214 with only 5 per cent of the stu- 
dents. 


Handicapped Tuition Pay OKd 


Parents of severely handicapped chil- 


dren in High School Dist. 214 will have 
up to $500 of their children's tuition in 
private institutions paid during the sum- 
mer by the taxpayers. 
. The board Monday night agreed to 
make district funds available to pay 
summer tuition for the children who are 
so severely handicapped that they are 
placed in institutions for the full year. 
The district now has 78 such children. 


The summer payment is made possible 


for the first time this year by an action 
of the Legislature calling for state reim- 
bursement of 80 per cent of the costs, 
Supt. Edward Gilbert told the board. 


The children are placed in private in- 


stitutions that can. serve them best, some 
as far away as Texas and New York, 
Gilbert said, and during the school year 
the district and state pay up to $2,000 for 
their tuition. 


"EVEN WITH THE breadth of special 


education programs the public schools 
are required to offer, there are some 


children we just can't serve," Gilbert 
said. He added that the full cost of main- 
taining the children in institutions usual- 
ly exceeds the district's tuition payment 
and the rest is paid by the parents. 


In the past the parents have had to pay 


the full cost of the child's care in the 
summer because the district was not 
allowed to pay tuition during the sum- 
mer, Gilbert said. 


He added that he did not recommend 


the board take the action to provide the 
money, but could also not recommend 
they not take the action. "I have some 
mixed emotions about this because we 
can't provide money for summer pro- 
grams for children in our own district's 
special education programs," he said. 


The board, however, voted to provide 


the funds, with only board member Jack 
Costello dissenting. Costello explained he 
was voting against the programs because 
"we could afford to be second on this 
sort of thing and could wait for a year to 
see how it works out other places."

A $66,824 shortage in tax revenue for 


the Arlington Heights Park District, 
which was the result of an error in the 
Cook County Clerk's office, will be made 
up in next year's tax bill, it was decided 
Monday night by the park board of com- 
missioners. 


To make up the deficit in this year's 


revenue, tax anticipation warrants will 
be sold near the end of the coming fiscal 
year, which begins May 1. 


"The cost to the park district in inter- 


est lost, as well as interest we will be 
paying on the tax anticipation warrants, 


will amount to around $4,000," said Ro- 
ger Burke, treasurer of the park district. 
"The final cost will depend on when we 
purchase the tax anticipation warrants 
and what interest we buy them at." 


Making up a $4,000 loss because of the 


shortage in tax revenue this year, will 
cost each taxpayer in the park district 
abut one-tenth of one cent per $100 as- 
sessed valuation. 


The park board had the option of filing 


a lawsuit to get the tax bills revised, but

"IF WE DIDN'T begin .to receive our 


revenue on time, it would be a disaster 
— we would have to issue more tax an- 
ticipation warrants sooner," Burke said. 


In the long run, making up the tax rev- 


enue deficit by issjiing tax anticipation 
warrants later this fiscal year will cost 
the taxpayer less than any other method 
of making up the deficit, Burke said. 


The error, which was made by a new 


clerk, was in the corporate portion of the 
tax bill which was assessed at 10 cents 
per $100 assessed valuation, instead of 
the correct assessment, 12.5 cents per 
$100 assessed valuation. 


Therefore, the correct tax rate for the 


park district should have been nearly 
.375 instead of .350. While the rate will 
remain .025 low this year, taxpayers will 
note a .025 extra on next year's park dis- 
trict portion of the tax bill to make up 
the deficiency. 


The error represents seven per cent of 


the total $948,622 expected tax revenue of 
the park district.

25, 
is to realize that each child has his own 
capacity for, and way of, learning (just 
so long as every child who graduates 
from our individualized system can 
make it into the college and profession of 
his choice).

be financed by revenue bonds. People or 
organizations who want to buy bonds to 
support such a facility should do so. 


If there is enough financial support 


from proposed users for any type of 
sports facility, it should be built. 


PEOPLE WHO want to keep mass use 


in the park district, say if the project 
cannot be funded by general obligation 
bonds, which would require a referen- 
dum, and, if passed, raise the park dis- 
trict's tax rate, it should not be built. 


All the people must be able to partici- 


pate in, and shaie the cost of, all park 
district facilities. 


The problem faced by the park district 


is that if they want to build more facil- 
ities, the individualized method is fast 
becoming the only method. General obli- 
gation referendums are simply not pass- 
ing 


In the future, handball courts, golf 


courses and other more individual sport- 
ing facilities will probably be built by the 
park district with monies from prospec- 
tive users instead of the general public

He served as president for the 1970-71 


school year, and during his tenure was 
also board vice president and chairman 
of several committees. 


As chairman of the finance committee 


for the past several years, Means pro- 
vided important leadership in seeking 
new ways to finance the Maine high 
s c h o o l s , and in urging legislative 
changes that would bring additional fi- 
nancial aid to the school district, the 
board said.

public relations committee. He was a 
student activities director for one term.

said: "All of us on the board will miss 
this very capable and energetic team- 
mate, but we are sincerely grateful for 
his many years of faithful and valuable 
service to the district." 


Robert Clause of Des Plaines was 


elected last month to take Mean's place 
on the board.

) 


The city's contract with the railroad 


may also contain options for other city 
purchases in the future, including, possi- 
bly, the eventual city purchase of all 
downtown railroad right-of-way, Behrel 
has indicated. 


The city may purchase in 1974 railway 


land on Miner Street between Lee and 
Pearson streets for more parking lots, he 
has said. 


THE ELLINWOOD parking lot would 


be one of three new lots and an improved 
fourth lot created under the $825,000 
parking bond program. 


The bonds funds, which would be re- 


paid from parking revenues, will also be 
used to construct a $275,000 lot on the 
east side of Center Street, between the 
Ellinwood alley and Prairie Avenue; a 
$160,000 two-tier city hall parking lot, be- 
hind 1422-26'Miner St.; and conversion of 
the old North School lot, Jefferson Street 
and River Road, to metered parking for 
$50,000.

"When I was a student at Maine East I 


was always itching to have someone 
teach a film-making course," explains 
Mike, who is receiving six hours of col- 
lege credit for his work with students at 
the high school. 


After studying animated film-making 


at Columbia, Mike organized the work- 
shop with the permission of college coun- 
selors and Maine East Principal John 
Clouser and the aid of art department 
chairman Stanley Whitley and art teach- 
er David Wahlgren. 


HE SPENDS one or two days a week 


at Maine East, helping students con- 
struct cartoons during their art and 
study periods. 


"At first we were going to try to cover 


all aspects of film-making, but I think it 
would have been too much to handle. So 
we settled on animation — it's the 
easiest kind of film-making to begin a 


class with and it can be done inside," 
Mike says. 


"The purpose of the workshop, I guess, 


is just to see what the kids can do . . • to 
give them a chance to be creative and to 
use their imaginations. They can devise 
any cartoons they want to. Since it isn't 
live action filming, there are no limits to 
the action they can create," the college 
student says. 


About 45 students signed up for Mike's 


workshop when it began several months 
ago. Only eight are still active and only 
three of the eight will have cartoons 
ready to present to the Maine East stu-

dent body and the public at the school's 
May 19 to 21 art festival. 


The three are seniors Scott Levi and 


Tony Grippo and junior Scott Yanover. 


"Even if only one cartoon were ready 


I'd be pleased with the results of the 
workshop," Mike says. "We've had a lot 
of red tape to go through. We've built out- 
own equipment and gathered our own 
supplies. 


"THE KIDS have really been working 


on their cartoons for only two or three 
months. It's a very time consuming type 
of art. I can understand why most of the 
kids dropped out," Mike says. 


Levi's, Grippo's and Yanover's com- 


pleted cartoons will each last above five 
minutes, according to Mike. "Each car- 
toon will represent about 7,200 individual 
animated drawings," he says. 


Levi's cartoon will be about a bird and 


a frog pursuing the same worm Grippo's 
will be a "surrealistic dream sequence," 
according to Mike, about crying clouds 
and snowflakes. Yanover's will feature 
an intelligent high school student who is 
exposed to marijuana, struck by light- 
ning and transformed into a rock singer 


A group of Maine East girls are work- 


ing on a cartoon designed to teach words 
and pictures to young children. 


Each cartoon began as an idea on a 


storyboard, Mike says. "The kids came 
up with different ideas and drawings and 


we talked about what would look good 
animated and what would make a good 
action film. Gradually they got on the 
right track," he says. 


Levi says, "Once you get an idea it 


really gets going. You can picture the 
whole cartoon. Then it's just a matter of 
drawing the sequences " 


ABOUT 24 sequences or frames are 


needed to produce one second of film. To 
create the film image of a bird flying 
across the sky, for example, Levi had to 
draw 70 different pictures of the bird, 
each slightly different. 


"There are short cuts that we can use. 


Frames can be shot in two's so that only 
12 per second 'are needed Things like 
walking, breathing, flying and still shots 
can be used over and over again in 
cycles," Mike says. 


"Right now the kids are building up 


their portfolios. They're tracing their fig- 


ures and adding movements to them. 
The frames or drawings will be filmed 
one by one. When the film is shown on 
the projector, it will give the illusion of 
motion," he says. 


Mike's students say they are planning 


to add music to their cartoons plus "sur- 
prise" film techniques For example, he 
says, "the eyes of Scott's frog will get 
bigger and bigger until they finally pop 
out onto the screen " 


"I'm anxious, to see the cartoon- Right 


now it's just a bunch of drawings and it 
seems like I've been working on them 
forever. But I know that when I see the 
finished product on the screen, it will all 
have been worth it," Levi says. 


"Making cartoons is a lot of fun," he 


says, "and I hope the cartoon I've made 
here will help me get into an art college 
next year."

Existence Questioned 
Human Relations 
Unit Asks 'Why'

Members of the Des Plaines Human 


Relations Commission are again asking 
why the commission exists. 


The commission, created by city ordi- 


nance in 1964 "to encourage intergroup 
understanding" and compliance with civ- 
il rights laws, is again seeking guidance 
from the city council about what it 
should be doing in Des Plaines in 1972. 


Since it helped create the city's open 


housing law In 1968, the commission has 
apparently floundered without any real 
reason for being. Several of its members 
who resigned in January, 1971, indicated 
a need for more definite commission re- 
sponsibilities and better communications 
and trust between the city council and 
the commission. 


IN tHE LAST year, the council had 


only assigned one question, last summer, 
for commission study: whether the city 
should accept proposals for low and mod- 
erate-income housing.

concern," Rev. Bruehl wrote tie mayor. 


"For a fairly long period ofr.ime meet- 


ings were not regular," Bruelll reported. 
He said the commission needs a "clear 
cut definition of what our area of respon- 
sibility is an arm of government." 


BRUEHL ASKED Behrel to supply this 


definition. The mayor has asked city al- 
dermen to examine this problem and to 
come up with some answers. Behrel has 
also stated he will ask for council ap- 
pointment May 1 of two new members. 


Fankhouser told the Herald yesterday 


that the best answer for the city would 
be to hire a professional staff to deal 
with human relations problems, as other 
communities, including Evanston and 
Skokie, have done. 


Current members can only spend a 


small part of their time to seek out the 
bst ways to deal with problems. They 
also lack the kind of professional train- 
ing which would be necessary, he said. 


There is no lack of problems to deal 


with, Fankhouser said. They range from 
the problems of poverty-stricken, to the 
alienation often felt in modern suburban 
life, to problems of making government 
more human and effective.

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Plan Feasibility Study Of Unit School District 


The Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 


Board of Education formally committed 
itself Monday to * feasibility study .on 
forming a unit school district with grades 
kindergarten through twelve. 


As expected the board voted unani- 


mously to investigate a unit district 
which probably would consist of Dist. 59 
and some adjacent areaa, including Elk 
Grove and Forest View high schools. 


Supt. James Erviti, a long-time unit 


district advocate, said, "The unit district 
is the sensible and reasonable way to or- 
ganize education because of its substan- 
tial financial and educational advan- 
tages." 


Last week, budget committee members 


agreed to allocate funds in the 1972-73 
budget to study the feasibility of a unit 
district and to develop the guidelines for 
its formation. 


At that time board member Sharrie 


Hildebrandt said that after the study is 
completed, boundaries would be estab- 
lished for the proposed unit district. 
Next, she said, permission would have to 
be obtained from the county and state 
superintendents to hold a unit district 
referendum. 


He said the state financial aid formula 


was in favor of unit districts as opposed 
to dual districts, or separate elementary 
and high school districts.

The majority of 8th grade students_who

The 
May 13 test is a make-up test given for 
students who may have missed the test- 
ing date in January or who have recently 
moved into the district. 


The test battery measures aptitudes of 


verbal reasoning, numerical ability, ab- 
stract reasoning, space relations, me- 
chanical reasoning, clerical speed and 
accuracy, and language usage. It is help- 
ful to the student and counseling staff in 
making decisions regarding course selec- 
tion and placement. 


It is used only as one of the criteria, 


along with the student's past perform- 
ance and the judgments of former teach- 
ers in deciding on the program of studies 
to be taken in high school, officials said.

"In the past, the City of Chicago has 


been less than cooperative in sharing 
their plans for the development of new 
runways and access 'roads at O'Hare 
Field," Mohr said. 


"This bill would provide at least one 


source of information — namely the state 
department of aeronautics — that would 
be open to municipal officials and public 
groups who are concerned about any ex- 
pansion of the O'Hare airport complex." 


Mohr said air pollution and noise pollu- 


tion "are matters that vitally concern1 


the citizens of communities surrounding 
O'Hare." 


His bill would also direct the state to 


establish a state airport systems plan to 
work with the national airport systems 
plan and the federal airways system, he 
said.

A Significant Her-story 


by KAY MARSH 


Glancing through any textbook will 


convince you that history is just that: 
HIS story, dealing primarily with men. 
Biography is equally biased, in that rela- 
tively few books are written about wom- 
en famous for their own achievements. 


What's needed, the feminists say, is 


more HER-story: new images of women, 
new role models to help today's young 
women visualize the many alternatives 
open to them. 


Included in a notable recent book; 


"Notable American Women, 1607-1950;" 
published by the Belknap Press of Har- 
vard University Press are 1,359 famous 
(and Infamous) American women. This 
biolgraphieal dictionary comes in three 
volumes and represents 13 years of effort 
by editor Edward T. James; his wife, 
Janet Wilson James, associate editor; 
and Paul S. Boyer, assistant editor, A 
total of 738 authorities contributed the es- 
says included in over 2,000 double-col- 
umn pages. The articles range in length 
from a 400-word sketch of Ann Timothy, 
colonial printer, to aronnd 7,000-word 
treatments of Mary Baker Eddy and 
Harriet Beeeher Stowe, 


THE PROJECT was suggested in the 


mid-fifties by the late Arthur M. Schlesi- 
nger, then chairman of the Advisory 
Boarxl of the Women's Archives at Rad- 


cliffe. He noted that, while nearly 15,000 
individuals were included in the scholar- 
ly "Dictionary of American Biography, 
only 700 were women. He felt that a sim- 
ilar biographical dictionary of women 
would not only fill an important scholarly 
need, but would also make a vital contri- 
bution to women's history. 


The first step was to decide which 


women to include. From a beginning list 
of more than 4,000, a final 1,359 were 
chosen. U.S. Presidents' wives were in- 
cluded 
because 
of 
their husbands' 


achievements, but all the other women 
were selected for "distinction in their 
own right of more than local signifi- 
cance." 


Who's in it? Pocahontas and Virginia 


Dare , . . Amelia Earhart and Jane Ad- 
dams . . . Carole Lombard and Isadora 
Duncan . . . Sojourner Truth and Betsy 
Ross . , . Lydia Pinkham and Calamity 
Jane . . , Fannie Farmer and Lizzie Bor- 
den . . . just about every woman of note 
(or notoriety) that you ever heard of is 
included. 


BUT THE WOMEN you never heard of 


are even more interesting. I, for1 one, 
was delighted to meet Ann Pamela Cun- 
ningham, who saved Mount Vernon for 
the public; Ellen Demorest, inventor of 
m a s s-produced 
paper 
patterns 
for 


dresses; and Betsy Ware Packard, de- 
fender of married women's legal rights . 
. . not to mention mountain climber 


Annie Peck; black woman's club leader 
Josephone St. Pierre Ruff in; colonial 
newspaper proprietor Clementina Rind; 
and Alice Fletcher, ethnologist and In- 
dian reformer. 


Fascinating as it is to read the individ- 


ual articles, it is as a whole that this 
work is most significant. It provides a 
foundation of authoritative scholarship 
for women's history. It also constitutes in 
itself a history of American women — a 
her-story, if you will, of women who have 
had a significant impact on American 
life. 


"Notable American Women" costs $75, 


which makes it much too expensive for 
most of us to buy for the home coffee 
table (even if that does figure out to just 
a little over a nickel per biographical 
sketch). Most of us, however, belong to 
women's clubs or organizations which 
might donate a copy to our own school or 
community library. The book makes an 
especially appropriate gift in honor of or 
in memory of some local woman of dis- 
tinction and achievement. 


BESIDES, IF YOU can get a copy into 


your local library, you can read the book 
yourself. But don't say" I didn't warn 
you: it's habit-forming. As one reviewer; 
Lyman H. Butterfield, put it, "reading 
these sketches is as seductive as eating 
salted peanuts: you always take a few 
more." 


These are well worth taking.

Sportsman's

EVERYWHERE, FROM the Apostle 


Islands in LAake Superior, through Stur- 
geon Bay and Door County, all along the 
Lake Michigan shoreline as far south as 
Calumet Harbor, the fishing is going 
from good to excellent! 


The lake trout, which only 10 years ago 


seemed to have been completely clecimi- 
nated by the lamprey eel, have made a 
strong comeback and fishermen are tak- 
ing them out in the lake, trolling little 
Cleo spoons and spoonplugs. Further 
south, in Wisconsin's Sheboygan County, 
the trout are beginning to move into the 
mouth of the Sheboygan River. In addi- 
tion to lake trout and rainbows, the She- 
boygan is also starting to give up some 
northern pike. 


Meanwhile, on the Wolf River, anglers 


are getting limits of walleyes between 
Fremont and N 
few London with the over- 


all average something like two fish per 
boat. If this early week sunshine holds, 
this weekend should see the walleyes 
running at full speed and both the Wolf 
and the Fox rivers should be giving up 
limit catches. It's still not white bass 
time. though. 


Even the far south end of the Fox, as it 


ambles toward the Illinois stale line, is 
good this week. At the Wilniot Dam, fish- 
ermen are having no trouble loading up 
it basket full of crappies and there have 
been a few good catches of walleyes, 
none bragging size, but plenty of "le- 
gals." 


River fishermen still do best with the 


time-tested "river-rig." Use a three-way 
swivel with a weight on the bottom swi- 
vel and trail a pinkie jig with a minnow 
on the business-end. The weight skips 
over the rocks on the bottom without 
hanging up. allowing the baited jig to 
stream out behind. It's easy to cast, it 
straightens itself out in moving water 
and although it's better to keep it in mo- 
tion, it even produces fish when you just 
let it hang in the current. 


The Chain of Lakes is on-again-off- 


again, depending on how much sun has 
shown upon its surface, and last week 
wasn't so hot. But. again, there's nothing 
the matter with Chain fishing that a lot 
of heat won't cure. Crappies are hitting 
in the channels, on minnows and a jig, or 
just dropped under a bobber and there 
have been a few northern and bass out of 
Catherine. Channel lake and Marie. 


But by far the most spectacular fishing 


is at the iakefront where they're catch- 
ing, literally, everything.

The company built the bridge, to make 


the breakwater and adjacent beach area 
available to fishermen, and on opening 
day, last Sunday, more than 200 fish- 
ermen took advantage of the opportunity. 


The bridge spans the company's "out- 


fall" channel at the Waukegan gener- 
ating station at the end of Greenwood 
avenue in that city. For years, fishermen 
have longed to fish the warmed waters 
as they are discharged into the lake, 
where fish not only congregate to feed, 
but appear to thrive. But it meant you 
had to have a boat, with a shallow draft 
that could safely move into the area, 
or you had to climb a fence and enter the 
company's private property illegally, not 
to mention, unsafely. 


Edison solved the problem when they 


constructed the bridge and dedicated it 
to the city of Waukegan, which has 
opened it to the public. 


On opening day, in a contest conducted 


by the city and CE, an 11-year-old boy, 
fishing from the bridge with a nite craw- 
ler on a slip-sinker rig, topped all his 
elders with a six pound brown trout. 


The opening day derby, which ran a 


mere three hours, produced browns, 
steellioad, coho and one brook trout, the 
latter of which surprised even the De- 
part men t of Conservation (isb biologist 
Gary Erickson, who officiated the con- 
test. Erickson noted: "We knew there 
were brook trout in the lake, but they 
have always been extremely rare." 


The best way to fish the new facility is 


to hit the moving water as it courses into 
the lake east of the new bridge and the 
breakwater. Although many fishermen 
prefer to wade into the water, it is just 
as productive to fish from the bridge or 
the breakwater. 


Rigs vary, but the two most consistent 


"catchers" are a slip-sinker, using a 
standard Lindy Rig. Cast the worm a 
little up-stream and keep the line tight as 
it bounces toward the open water. There 
isn't much finesse to this type of fishing, 
when a trout takes the worm, he sucks it 
up at once and you set the hook. But the 
fish are big and active and full of fight 
once hooked. 


Another popular and effective way to 


fish the area is with a three-way swivel 
rig. Hook a plain pinkie jig in the lower 
swivel with about 6 or 8 inches of mono. 
On the back swivel, hook a Little Cleo or 
Dardevil or other easy-casting spoon, it 
doesn't matter much what you use there, 
since the trout invariably take the for- 
ward pinkie. This, too, is cast slightly up 
stream with the line kept tight as it 
works its full length downstream. Then 
retrieve directly to you with a medium- 
slow retrieve. 


The Rapala is also accounting for its 


share of browns and coho off the break- 
water and is likewise producing for boat 
fishermen trolling in the lake itself. 


There have been no reports of perch 


taken from the new facility and only a 
few smelt have started to run. As it is 
elsewhere, there Is a need for some sun- 
shine and calm waters before the smelt 
begin Jo run in earnest. 


One other big benefit of the new bridge 


at Waukegan will be the boon for night 
fishermen. Since it is Edison's structure, 
the entire area is brightly lighted with 
huge mercury lamps that will eliminate 
the need for lanterns. 


Besides the salmon and trout, there 


are also some huge carp in the channel 
and one of the proudest fishermen of the 
weekend was a youngster, who carried 
what appeared to be, at least, a 20 
pounder on his stringer. As he passed 
before the speaker's platform during tfte 
official dedication ceremonies Sunday, 
one lady remarked that she sure thought 
that had to be a world record coho. 


Nobody corrected her, but one has to 


be grateful that she didn't ask for the 
fish to take home and cook.

Use of a Dog's Nose - - 


The recent sniffing out of a bomb on an 


airplane at Kennedy Airport in New 
York City by a three-year-old German 
Shepherd has once again proved that a 
trained dog's nose is a boon to mankind. 


While the general public has only be- 


come aware of this fact in the last few 
years, dog fanciers have always .known 
about the wonderful detecting ability of 
the dog's nose. 


Bloodhounds are generally acknowl- 


edged to have an outstanding sense of 
smell, but Hunters need no reminders 
about a sporting dog's ability to follow a 
scent while searching for game in the 
field. In the show ring, scent dis- 
crimination plays an important part in 
utility class exercises of dog obedience 
tests. In an obedience tracking test, a 
dog's nose is the whole thing — without it 
there would be no test. 


The use of trained guard dogs to patrol 


shopping centers, industrial parks, office 
buildings and schools has been highly 
successful because of the great sensi- 
tivity of the dog's ears and nose. Patrol 
dogs have proved invaluable to security 
officers entrusted with the task of deterr- 
ing thieves. There has been no end of the 
use of dogs by the military, both at home 
and overseas. 


Canine dope sniffers have done ex- 


tremely well in stopping smugglers from 
bringing narcotics into the United States. 
More than 60 such dogs are employed at 
border crossings, post offices and air- 
ports across the country.
